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Jabs for 
children 
at risk of 
measles 

IMMUNISATION of chil¬ 
dren in Mid Wales who have 
not had the measles vaccina¬ 
tion began on Tuesday. 

Youngsters from Llan- 
fyllin attended a clinic set up 
inside the high school with 
another planned for Llanfair 
Caereinion High School on 
Friday. 

In Powys there are 
around 4,500 under 18s that 
are ‘under vaccinated’, 
meaning they have either 
not had the jab or the 
booster. 

Recent figures showed 
that 808 people had con¬ 
tracted the disease across 
South Wales over the past 
few weeks with the number 
of cases still growing. 

In the Oswestry/Powys 
border area more than 50 
young people have con¬ 
tracted the disease. 

Mr Tin Wheeler, commu¬ 
nications manager for the 
Powys Teaching Health 
Board said it was too early to 
say how many had taken 
advantage of the clinic. 

“They will have either 
had their first or their sec¬ 
ond vaccination, depending 
whether they have had the 
just the first or none in the 
past,” he said. 

Letters have also gone out 
to schools on the Shrop¬ 
shire/North Wales border 
urging parents to act 
quickly to vaccinate their 
children against measles. 

There are over 10,000 
children who are not fully 
protected by the vaccine in 
the Betsi Cadwaladr Univer¬ 
sity Health Board area and 
therefore at risk of contract¬ 
ing measles. 

Hot title for 
curry house 

A CURRY house has proved 
too hot for its opposition 
after being named the best 
in Wales. 

Bengal Spices in 
Llanymynech was described 
by the judges as a “colourful 
haven” as it won Welsh 
Curry House of the year 
2013 title.

Concerns over dangerous’ road 


MOTORISTS have hit out at a ‘dan¬ 
gerous’ stretch of road on a village 
bypass, warning it is an ‘accident wait¬ 
ing to happen’. 

Concerns have been raised about a 
stretch of the A5 Nesscliffe bypass 
near the Wolf’s Head roundabout, 
which drivers say has been badly dam¬ 
aged by potholes. 

But Highways Agency officials today 
said although they were aware of prob¬ 
lems, repairs on the road between 


Shrewsbury and Oswestry are not due 
to be carried out until June. It is hoped 
the work can be brought forward. 

Motorist John Richards reported the 
problem to Shropshire Council in 
March, who passed it to the Highways 
Agency. He said: “This road is in a dan¬ 
gerous state and despite being 
reported, there is no sign of any action. 
This is an accident waiting to happen. 

“The bypass surface is in very poor 
condition with potholes and very dam¬ 


aged surface especially westbound near 
the end of the dual carriageway, and 
eastbound towards the opposite 
Shrewsbury end.” 

Rob Price, network support engi¬ 
neer for Amey, which is employed by 
the Highways Agency, said: “We are 
aware of problems with the surfacing. 
It is currently intended for these works 
to begin in June this year. We are cur¬ 
rently working to get this brought for¬ 
ward if possible.”

Standards 
at school 
slammed 
by Ofsted 

A SCHOOL in Oswestry has 
been deemed ‘inadequate’ 
by the Government’s educa¬ 
tion watchdog. 

Holy Trinity Primary 
School in Beech Grove is 
said to have been too slow in 
making essential improve¬ 
ments in teaching, with the 
junior school children’s 
achievements lower than 
when the school was 
inspected two years ago. 

Governors and staff at the 
school said they were com¬ 
mitted to making rapid 
improvements. 

Inspectors said teaching 
and leadership needed to 
improve. 

They visited the school on 
February 26 and 27 and a 
letter was sent to parents on 
Monday. 

The report highlighted a 
number of areas that 
required improvement, but 
also noted some good aspects 
of the school, including the 
progress pupils make in Key 
Stage 1, their enjoyment of 
reading, the fact youngsters 
feel safe at school, and that 
attendance is improving. 

But the report said: 
“School leaders and gover¬ 
nors have been too slow to 
make essential improve¬ 
ments in teaching and, as a 
result, achievement in Years 
3 to 6 is lower than when the 
school was previously 
inspected.” 

Jane Mosford, chairman 
of governors at Holy Trinity 
Primary School, said: “The 
governors and staff are con¬ 
fident that we can move the 
school forward.”

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MP wins 
pledge to

MID Wales MP Glyn Davies 
has won a pledge from the 
Government to investigate 
ways to support farmers 
who lost hundreds of sheep 
in the snow.

CAN I MAKE CLAIM AGAINST PARTNER’S PENSION 
IF CIVIL PARTNERSHIP IS DISSOLVED? 


Q: I am currently in a civil partnership but I am unhappy and want to apply to the Court to dissolve it. I am however concerned about whether I will be provided for financially. 

The main asset between us is my partner’s pension. Am I able to make a claim against it and if so, what Order can the Court make? 

A: In 1999 legislation gave the Courts powers to split pension rights between husband and wife on divorce. In December 2005, the law was extended to cover dissolution of 
registered civil partnerships. 

The Financial Order proceedings following civil partnership dissolution requires the Court to take all of the partnership assets (including pension rights) into account when 
making a decision as to the appropriate distribution of the assets between the parties. The Court has various powers when dealing with pension rights; offsetting, earmarking/ 
attachment and pension sharing. 

Offsetting is where the value of the pension rights is offset against another asset such as the matrimonial home. Earmarking/attachment is the process where the Court 
awards a former spouse/ civil partner a percentage of the income the other spouse receives when the pension has become a source of income (i.e. where the beneficiary of 
the pension has retired, cashed in their pension and purchased an annuity). Pension sharing allows one party to secure a percentage of their spouse’s pension rights and to put 
that percentage into their own name. 

Each of these Court Orders has both positive and negative qualities. It is important that careful consideration be given to which Order would be most suited to your own 
personal situation, based on what you wish to achieve. I suggest that you make an appointment to see a Family Solicitor so 
that your options can be discussed with you in greater detail.

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'Oldest tree in Wales' is no more

A TREE expert says it won’t be pos¬ 
sible to save a 1,200-year-old oak 
near Oswestry which was brought 
down this week by strong winds. 

But the Woodland Trust’s Shaun Bur key 
called for at least part of the Pontfadog Oak on 
the Shropshire border to be to be preserved and 
used as a monument celebrating the area’s rich 
history. 

And he also called for landowners to receive 
more help to protect veteran trees of historical 
importance. 

The demise of the Pontfadog Oak on the 
Shropshire border is a ‘hugely significant loss’ 
to the history and heritage of the area, experts 
have said. 

The ancient tree was toppled by strong 
winds on April 17. 

Legend 

Historian and wildlife experts say the loss of 
the tree is a huge blow, particularly because 
according to legend it was used as a meeting 
point for Welsh armies before battles against 
the English. 

Mr Burkey, who also works for Shropshire 
Council as a greenspace manager, said: “I know 
there has been talk about having it somehow 
re-erected but unfortunately I don’t think that 
is possible. 

“The tree has been completely severed at the 
base so in this instance it is not possible for it 
to be re-erected. 

“There is a process called phoenix trees 
which can be grown again - yew trees are par¬ 
ticularly good at that - but in this case I am 
afraid that won’t happen. 

“However, this tree must be remembered. 

“I am thinking along the lines of cutting out 
a large middle section and having it mounted 
or using some of the tree as a monument, or 
perhaps part of the tree can be saved and used 
as an exhibition.” 

Mr Burkey said he had been in talks with 
Ellesmere ‘tree hunter’ Rob McBride about the 
loss. Mr McBride, who has measured and 
recorded many veteran trees and is an author¬

ity on the Pontfadog tree, called for greater pro¬ 
tection for the natural landmarks. 

Mr Burkey said: “The importance of this tree 
cannot be underestimated and this show how 
important that landowners are given help to 
preserve them. 

“We would not allow this to happen to land¬ 
marks such as Stonehenge and these veterans 
trees are as significant in many ways.” 

Mr Burkey admitted he was intrigued by a 
report that a sapling from the oak had been 
planted at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

Hospital bosses said they were at the 
moment unable to shed any light on the sug¬ 
gestion but according to Shropshire Star 
archives a sapling was taken from the oak and 
planted in the grounds of the Gobowen hospital 
in the early 1970s. 


Mr Burkey said: “I haven’t heard about that 
one but the Woodland Trust would be keen to 
hear from anyone who has more information. 

“Anyone with details can contact the trust on 
(01476) 581111.” 

Welsh history expert Mark Williams said 
many people were devastated by the loss of the 
tree, which boasted a 42ft girth. 

Mr Williams, from Weston Rhyn near 
Oswestry, said the tree was believed to have 
been a rallying point for Welsh princes, includ¬ 
ing Owain Gwynedd, who was said to have met 
his troops under the oak in the 12th Century 
before defeating King Henry II of England in 
battle. 

He said: “I don’t think it has sunk in to any¬ 
body yet how significant the loss of the tree is. 

“This was a landmark for Wales, one of the 


oldest living things in the country. It was the 
oldest oak tree in Wales, probably the oldest in 
Britain and one of the oldest in the world. 

“Although it has been said since it came 
down that the tree was about 1,200 years old I 
believe it may be even older. 

“I remember there was a millennium project 
done on it in 2000 and at that time experts sug¬ 
gested it may be even about 1,700 years. 

“That is a long time for anything but it is not 
just about how old the tree was and its huge 
size but also its significance to Wales and the 
Welsh and Shropshire border.” 

Mr Williams has been involved in a project 
to recognise the Battle of Crogen which took 
place in 1165 on a site just two miles from the 
tree. 

He said: “It is widely recognised that the 


Pontfadog tree was a meeting point for the 
Welsh armies for many years. “It played a role 
before the Battle of Crogen. It played a role in 
important historical moments for Wales.” 

The oak - which had a huge hollow trunk 
said to big enough to seat six people at a table - 
had become a local attraction for walkers and 
visitors in recent years. 

Mr Williams said: “It is part of legend and it 
is a hugely significant loss. 

“The magnitude of its loss has not really 
sunk in yet.” 

The 46-year-old history expert, who works at 
Cadbury in Chirk, said he was working on a 
book looking at the battle campaigns on the 
Welsh/Shropshire border and outlying areas. 

He said: “The Pontfadog Oak will be a sig¬ 
nificant part of the book.”

BUTTERFLIES and bees, farm 
animals and even wild animals 
have been let loose on the streets 
of Oswestry.

The animal sculptures have been put up 
around the town as part of a special safari 
trail as a result of a link-up between Shrop¬ 
shire Council and the British Ironworks 
Centre. 

The company, based at Aston on the out¬ 
skirts of Oswestry, has donated more than 
30 metal sculptures for the project. 

The aim is to encourage more visitors to 
the town, as well as brighten up the town 
centre for locals. 

One of the most spectacular pieces of art 
is the giraffe that now stands outside the TG 
Builders Merchants in Maesbury Road. 

Eric Roberts Butchers, in The Quadrant, 
Leg Street, has a giant cow’s head in its 
store. 

“It’s a big old thing and it’s certainly well 
made,” said Mark Roberts. “It’s raised a few 
eyebrows of the people coming in. 

“Hopefully it will help to bring people into 
Oswestry.” 

At Booka Bookshop, in the town’s Church 
Street, meanwhile, customers have been so 
impressed by the metallic owl on show that 
they have been asking about buying it. 

“Once the customers are in the shop they 
are drawn to it,” said shop owner Tim Mor¬ 
ris. 

“Some have asked whether it is for sale. 

“The owl sits well with our store. We’re 
happy to get involved in the scheme in a 
small way.” 

There is a skilfully crafted butterfly at the 
Flower Gallery in Albion Hill, a turtle at 
Aroma Cafe Bar in Bailey Street and a 
golden fish at Petworld in English Walls. 

Ken Malcolm from Petworld said: “We 
hope that it draws people into Oswestry and 
we would love to see new faces in the shop.”

Clive and Tracey Knowles, who run the 
British Ironworks Centre, say they wanted 
to give something back to the town. 

The company designs and manufactures 
the animal sculptures, from small, portable 
artworks to some as high as 10ft. 

Company bosses approached the council 
with the proposal to install the selection of 
the animals in and around Oswestry to give 
the town something that people would 
travel to see. 

Visitors will be able to take part in a spe¬ 


cial trail around the town, travelling from 
one sculpture to the next. 

Funding for the supply and installation 
of the cast iron animals is being met by the 
Ironworks Centre, with Shropshire Council 
or Oswestry Town Council chipping in small 
amounts. 

The sculptures being exhibited in stores 
around the town have been chosen to match 
what they sell. 

Each shop will also have a special plaque 
showing they are part of the safari trail.

Homeless plan rejected 


PLANS to build a 20-bedsit 
homeless shelter in the mid¬ 
dle of an industrial estate 
have been thrown out by 
councillors. 

Powys County Council’s planning 
committee refused planning permis¬ 
sion for Walker Sheppard House, a for¬ 
mer office block, in Henfaes Lane, 
Welshpool, to be transformed into the 
development due to fears it was in the 
wrong location and would provide poor 
living standards. 

Councillors described the applica¬ 
tion’s location as ‘totally inappropri¬ 
ate’ although expressed concern that 
such a development could be needed in 
the area. They voted in favour of the 
recommendation to refuse the applica¬ 
tion. 

Applicant Mark Sheppard, of

Oswestry, said in the application docu¬ 
ment that the bedsits would be used to 
help single people who may be home¬ 
less or living in bed and breakfasts in 
the area. 

But Robert Robinson, Welshpool 
Town Council clerk, said the council 
opposed the plans due to the location. 

He told the committee: “Speaking 
on behalf of Welshpool Town Council, 
my councillors are opposed to the 
application for a number of reasons, 
but the main one being the totally 
unsuitable location for a residential 
development.” 

Louise Ruggeri, of Powys County 
Council’s planning department, said 
noise and dust created by a high vol¬ 
ume of lorries passing through the 


industrial estate was one of the rea¬ 
sons why the application was recom¬ 
mended for refusal. 

She added: “These are small bedsits, 
so it is not as if there are areas where 
the residents would be able to go to 
escape the loud industrial noise.” 

Councillor Michael Williams, mem¬ 
ber for Machynlleth, said: “The build¬ 
ing appears suitable for such a 
transformation, but the site is totally 
inappropriate. For any of the residents 
to make a home there they would have 
to put up with all the noise, lorries 
passing and mess. 

Not all were against the application, 
however, with Councillor Kathryn 
Silk, member for Bwlch, saying: “I feel 
ambivalent. Surely it is better to allow 
people who are homeless to stay here 
rather than let them live on the 
street.”

Richard Hobbs, head of 
operations at Powys County 
Council, said he and his wife 
had used real nappies for 
their four children and said 
he would recommend them 
to others. 

He said: “My wife and I 
had four children all of who 
used real nappies. In a two 
and a half year period, a 
baby will use about 5,000 
nappies, if those are dispos¬ 
able nappies, the price at 
today’s prices would be 
roughly £800. 

“If you choose real nap¬ 
pies you can get everything 
you need online for as little 
as £80 and even after adding 
£5 a week for washing you 
will still make savings. 

“Using real nappies is also 
a great way to reduce the 
amount of waste we pro¬ 
duce.”

Pesticide 
ban group 
meets with 
minister 

CAMPAIGNERS calling for 
a ban on pesticides have met 
environment minister Owen 
Paterson to press their case. 

Campaign group 38 
Degrees met the North 
Shropshire MP in Oswestry 
urging him to support a 
European ban on pesticides 
because of the effect they are 
having on the country’s bee 
population. 

More than 160,000 people 
have signed up to the cam¬ 
paign group’s online petition 
calling for the use of pesti¬ 
cides to be halted. 

The petition was pre¬ 
sented to Mr Paterson dur¬ 
ing a meeting at the 
Oswestrian pub. 

The campaigners asked 
the minister to halt the use 
of nerve-agent pesticides 
which are being blamed 
around the world for a sharp 
decline in bee numbers. 

They also urged him to 
take measures to reduce the 
use of all pesticides on bee- 
pollinated crops. 

The UK government’s 
policy is key to the result of 
a vote at the end of April at 
the European Commission. 

The proposals failed to get 
a majority last month, when 
the UK abstained. 

More than 40 people, 
including beekeepers from 
Shropshire and Wales, 
attended the meeting with 
Mr Paterson and fired ques¬ 
tions at him over the govern¬ 
ment policy for nearly an 
hour.

“We had to take off the 
top and sides to get to a foot- 
long pipe where the cat was.

“In fact we never saw it 
again so presumably it hid 
somewhere else in the house 
until we were gone. 

“We then advised the 
owner to call an engineer to 
put the dryer back 
together.”

Keen rugby player, Matthew, from St Martins, was 
taken ill while training at Ellesmere College 
in July and died a short while later. 

Mr Lewis wants to raise awareness for 
Cardiac Risk in the Young - the charity that 
has to deal with deaths related to undiag¬ 
nosed heart conditions, similar to 
Matthew’s. 

The 23-year-old, who coached Matthew, 
said: “Being involved heavily in rugby for 
the best part of 18 years, both as player and 
coach, I have come to understand the values 
which make up this great sport. 

“It is a community sport and one of great 
sportsmanship, respect for others and takes 
much dedication to become masterful. 

“Matthew, a promising player from north 
Shropshire, lived and breathed those core 
values which for most of us, we will rarely 
achieve in the way he did. 

“And it’s with that in mind that I am ask¬ 
ing for help to achieve something special. 

“It is a significant feat for any explorer 
and entails over lOOkms of kayaking, 
trekking and white water rafting down the 
mighty Zambezi River - all to be completed 
in one week. 

“Camping on the wild riverbanks and 
manoeuvring between 10 different African 
nations will also certainly add ‘spice’ to this 
particular challenge.”

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Model railway was aiReader solves mystery of 
real tonic for doctor First World War soldiers 



FOR Whittington doctor 
Denis Johnson, his model 
railway was an escape from 
the pressures of his practice 
and a chance to relive his 
boyhood dreams of longing 
to climb up on a footplate 
amid the hiss of steam. 

All he needed to do was go up into 
the loft of his Ellesmere Road home 
and he was transported into another 
world. 


There he could find London and its 
Underground stretching into railway 
suburbia, Liverpool docks and, across 
the water, the glittering waterfront of 
New York’s Manhattan alongside the 
unique cable cars of San Francisco. 

Enthusiasm 

Amid his cardboard creations and 
synthetic sleepers, Dr Johnson spoke 
about his enthusiasm for railways back 
in December 1971. 

“I have always been mad on rail¬ 
ways,” he said. 


“Up to the age of 10 I wanted to be 
an engine driver, but all my family 
were doctors. 

“All this has accumulated since I 
came to Oswestry in 1936. I had a job 
as assistant railway doctor part-time. 
But Oswestry’s rail links have declined 
so when we moved here I designed this 
layout and built the house round it.” 

Dr Johnson was one of the many rail 
enthusiasts who mourned the passing 
of steam. 

“It was nearly against my principles 
to allow a diesel on this line,” he said.

The 
building has now been demolished, 
I would guess, 45 years ago, but it 
might be a bit less. It went to make 
way for a new market. 

“Coventry Climax was in there 
during the war. There were girls in 
there doing stuff for the war effort, 
in the building adjoining the police 
station. 

“I can remember the police sta¬ 
tion and when they were demolish¬ 
ing it they had some lovely bricks 
there and I was after some for 
building, which is why I went up 
there. 

“I used them for an extension on 
my house. I was living then near St 
Martins.”

Dancer Sue's skills taught 
into a second generation 


BALLET teacher Sue Whitworth loves dance and has been teaching 
the skill in Oswestry for nearly 40 years. 

She runs Ballet for Fun in a studio in Coney Green. She has taught hundreds of children 
to dance and is now teaching their children, too. 

And it all started when she was just seven years old after suffering from appendicitis 
which led to medical complications. 

The doctor recommended she start ballet classes to strengthen her muscles and she has 
never looked back. 

Brought up in Cambridgeshire, she took 
part in classes for two or three days a week 
until she reached 17, when she started to 
help teach the classes. 

She said: “Ballet was something that I 
just loved from the beginning.” 

Sue’s dance teacher classes were run 
without the pressure of exams and her 
teacher would create ballets to fit the abili¬ 
ties of the class members so they could per¬ 
form on stage. 

She remembers her teacher being artistic 
and someone who commissioned the com¬ 
poser Joseph Horovitz to create music for 
the ballet pieces. 

From the age of nine Sue took part in a 
number of performances on stage. 

She carried on at school and helped to 
teach ballet at 17 years old as a hobby. She 
taught there until she got married when she 
was 20 years old. 

Her husband ran his own company and 
together they went to live in Scotland. Here 
she auditioned as a dancer and was chosen 
to dance for a television performance. She 
also danced for the White Heather Club, a 
Scottish variety show, in the 1960s. 

“I was very lucky,” she said “Ballet was 
just something I loved to do. It was my 
thing.” 

They then moved to Oswestry where her 
husband ran his textile company from a 
premises in Coney Green. After 1983 they 
then expanded into the adjoining part of the 
building and set up the ballet studio. Sue,

Reminder over 
tax credit claims 

THE 9,500 tax credit customers in Powys 
are being reminded by HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) that they must renew 
claims by July 31 - or their payments might 
stop. 

HMRC will start sending tax credit 
renewal packs to about 5.8 million people 
from this week until the end of June. There 
are 247,600 tax credit claimants in Wales. 

They are urged to act as soon as they 
receive a renewal pack. More than 3.7 mil¬ 
lion claimants renewed by the deadline last 
year, 90 per cent of those who were required 
to renew their claim. 

HMRC’s director of benefits and credits, 
Nick Lodge, said:“Our message to people is 
renew early, renew accurately and renew on 
time. 

“They should aim to renew their tax cred¬ 
its as soon as they receive a pack, and must 
check that their details are correct. If 
claimants don’t renew claims before 31 July, 
their payments might stop.”

“As detailed in our reports to 
creditors, unfortunately the 
losses accrued by Peacocks 
were such that there is less 
than a penny in the pound 
available to unsecured cred¬ 
itors of the estate.”

THE five pence carrier bag 
charge in Wales could be 
extended to other products 
and packaging, the Welsh 
Assembly has said. 

The Assembly said it has 
now plans to introduce the 
fees in the short-term, but 
warned it could be consid¬ 
ered if it is deemed neces¬ 
sary in the future to cut 
down on rubbish. 

The carrier bag charge 
was introduced in October 
2011 and has generated 
thousands of pounds for 
charity, with many retailers 
donated the money gener¬ 
ated to good causes. 

A Welsh Assembly consul¬ 
tation on preventing waste 
says the 5p fee has cut the 
number of bags in use and 
raised money for charity. 

The Assembly says it will 
“investigate the opportuni¬ 
ties and benefits that could 
be derived from building on 
the success of the carrier bag 
charge, by extending to 
other products and packag¬ 
ing”. 

Under an agreement 
known as the Courtauld 
commitment, supermarkets 
and food brands have 
pledged to reduce their 
impact on the environment.

Foreign bodies all too 
familiar for busy vets

SENIOR vet Clive Bourne of 
Rhyn Park Vets in St Martins 
has over 25 years’ experi¬ 
ence, and regular cases for 
the well-established practice 
involve animals swallowing 
foreign bodies. 

“One operation that we veterinary 
surgeons must do more often than 
human surgeons is an enterotomy for 
the removal of a foreign body which 
has been swallowed,” he said. 

“Dogs do this surprisingly fre¬ 
quently. Sometimes the object can be 
solid or dense such as a pebble, Brazil 
nut or chestnut. 

“Problems occur when the object is 
small enough to swallow and pass 
through the stomach into the small 
intestine but too large to pass quickly 
enough along this narrower section of 
bowel, so the normal contents of the 
bowel cannot pass. 

“This leads to vomiting, dehydration 
and death within a few days. Such hard 
objects can be straightforward for the 
vet to detect either by feeling the bowel 
or on x-ray if they are dense. I’ve 
known dogs develop what seems like 
an addiction to eating stones and as a 
result have had to be ‘opened up’ sev¬ 
eral times! 

“Softer things can be more difficult 
to detect. For example socks, knickers 
and bras are all things I’ve had to 
remove! Perhaps the worst cases can 
be long foreign bodies, a dressing gown 
cord comes to mind, needing several 
incisions in the bowel to remove it; or

Homes at 
pub plan 
is set for 
approval 

PLANS to build two houses 
behind a village pub are set 
for approval - despite parish 
councillors claiming the 
homes are not what the area 
needs. 

Shropshire Council plan¬ 
ning officers have recom¬ 
mended planner approve the 
detached homes on land to 
the rear of the Old Three 
Pigeons pub in Nesscliffe 
when they meet today, 
Thursday. 

But Great Ness and Little 
Ness Parish Council has 
objected, saying the homes 
were too large and that the 
parish needed smaller family 
affordable housing. 

Shropshire Councillors 
will decide whether to give 
the go-ahead at a central 
planning committee in 
Shrewsbury’s Shirehall. 

An officer’s report says 
the application by Mrs 
Susan Brooks was a depar¬ 
ture from development plan 
policy. 

The officers say: “The lay¬ 
out, scale and design of the 
proposal and landscaping 
will be considered at the 
reserved matter stage but it 
is considered that the site is 
an adequate size to accom¬ 
modate the proposal and a 
safe means of access will be 
provided.” 

The parish councillors 
said: “The houses are too 
large and are not appropri¬ 
ate, as the parish plan states 
that the parish needs 
smaller affordable housing,” 


important lessons for us to 
learn from exotic Serengeti 


HURRAY for spring! The snowdrops 
have died away, the daffodils are at 
their peak, the bumblebees are dron¬ 
ing once more and last week I spot¬ 
ted my first butterfly nestling 
amongst my neighbour’s heather 
plants. 

The early butterflies better be on their lookout 
for this spell of warm, tolerable weather, has 
meant the long awaited return of our martins 
and swallows. Both species have been ‘over-win¬ 
tering’ south of the equator (meaning they ‘over¬ 
summered’ there and are ‘over-summering’ 
here). Some of our Shropshire swallows will no 
doubt have been recently ‘rubbing shoulders’ 
with elephants and giraffes in the game parks of 
East and Southern Africa. 

Our species; homo sapiens, seems to be the 
only one that requires a passport to travel. But 
however envious we may be of our feathered 
friends and their ability to fly south each year 
for some ‘winter sun’, we can nonetheless learn 
some important lessons from such exotic realms. 

Alarming 

For anyone lucky enough to partake in the 
‘Northern Circuit’ of game reserves in Tanzania, 
East Africa, you will no doubt have travelled 
from the famed Ngorongoro Crater, to the 
Serengeti Plains. Despite both locations falling 
within the same ‘Serengeti Reserve’ there is a 
considerable distance between the extinct vol¬ 
cano and the legendary plains. 

Indeed the wildest part of one’s safari experi¬ 
ence may well be en-route to one or the other, for 
there are sections where no roads exist and you 
are tramping through undisturbed areas of bush. 

Perhaps the king of said bush, is the lion. 
Much conservation work has been done on these 
big cats over the past century and there have 
been some interesting as well as alarming results 
from recent surveys. 


ON THE

As we sat in our 4x4 on a recent visit to the 
Serengeti, we were watching a lion on a large ter¬ 
mite mound. Slightly annoyingly, the termite 
mound was also home to several shrubs, so to put 
it precisely, we were sat staring at the rear end of 
a lion and his tail. In the distance, both us and the 
lion could pick out another 4x4 driving rather 
erratically. ‘Scientists’ our guide said (literally put¬ 
ting the word in speech marks with his fingers). 

At first we thought they were heading for our 
lion, but then out of a dip in the ground came their 
target, a small herd of buffalo. The tables soon 
turned however when the irate buffalo had had 
enough of being chased and started doing the chas¬ 
ing themselves. 

However, buffalo are not the only bovines in the 
park. The Masaai people graze their cattle around 
the edges and with them come their dogs. Rabies 
and canine distemper is a big problem in this part 
of the world and when stray dogs meet up with 
lions, they easily pass on the diseases. Lions and 
lion biologists are fighting a continuous battle with 
these two maladies. But what about Shropshire? 

We may not have many ‘stray’ dogs but those 
owners that allow their animals to copiously foul 
the areas they are walked upon, should realise that 
parasitic nematodes can be passed from their dogs 
to our wildlife (notably foxes), if they are not 
picked up responsibly. In Shropshire, the leap from 
the exotic to our own back garden is never a large 
one, especially in spring.

Campaign 
cracking 
down on

POLICE in Mid Wales have 
launched a campaign in a 
bid to crack down on rogue 
traders operating in the 
area. 

Dyfed Powys Police said it 
has launched the campaign 
to remind residents, espe¬ 
cially the elderly and vulner¬ 
able to be on their guard 
against rogue traders, cold 
callers and distraction bur¬ 
glars. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Greg Williams said the 
gangs had a devastating 
impact on their victims. 

He said: “They operate in 
gangs and individually call¬ 
ing at people’s homes offer¬ 
ing a range of services. 

“They may also be on the 
look-out for scrap metal, 
which they will identify and 
return for at another time. 

“Often, however, they 
take money under the pre¬ 
tence of doing work, when 
no actual work has been car¬ 
ried out. 

“We’re reminding home- 
owners to think about who 
is calling at their home 
before answering the door, 
and to stick to some guide¬ 
lines.” 

He said: “Don’t sign on 
the spot, always ask for an 
ID card and look up the 
organisation. Always shop 
around for the best price.”

There’s something really quirky about 
the recently updated Suzuki Jimny. 

The tiny 4x4 is a unique choice in the competi¬ 
tive 4x4 sector and while it clearly trails on quality 
where else would you get an off-roader for less 
than £12,000. 

If you want to be picky you can identify short¬ 
comings, particularly on the road where handling 
and road holding could be a lot better, but you 
have to remember that this is the cheapest 4X4 on 
the market and ticks a lot of boxes for off-road use. 

Jimny is a genuine compact off-roader with 
push-button selectable four-wheel drive and high 
and low gear ratios 

The SZ3 model is just £11,995 on the road 
while the higher specification SZ4 on test costs 
£12,900 with manual transmission or £13,800 with 
automatic transmission. 


Emblems 

SZ4 features synthetic leather/cloth front seats 
with ‘Jimny’ logo emblems, air conditioning, alloy 
wheels, leather trim steering wheel and rear pri¬ 
vacy glass as standard equipment 

The 2013 model receives a number of exterior 
and interior design updates to help modernise 
appearance, maintaining the reputation Jimny has 
amongst its 20,000 loyal owners in the UK. 

Design revisions include a new front bumper 
and grille design, new design bonnet shape incor¬ 
porating central air intake as well as repositioning 
of the front fog lamps.

Inside, the Jimny’s controls are clearly displayed and easy to find 


The new front bumper design has resulted in 
a slight increase in overall length of 30mm to 
3,675mm - although Jimny easily remains the 
most compact SUV on sale in the UK. 

For the interior, a new seat fabric trim has been 
adopted for the SZ3; both SZ3 and SZ4 models 
have new design front and rear headrests as well 
as ISOFIX child seat mountings fitted as standard 
to the rear seats. 

Breeze Blue has now been added to the 
optional metallic paint range of four colours avail¬ 
able for the higher specification SZ4 model with 
three metallic and one solid colour available for 
SZ3. Metallic paint is a £399 option. 

Jimny has a neat and practical look and since 
sales began in 1998, it has accumulated a loyal 
following of repeat customers who enjoy a quirky 


alternative to a supermini or crossover SUV. 

There are clear benefits in terms of fuel effi¬ 
ciency and exhaust emissions: with the manual 
transmission model returning an official 39.8mpg 
in combined cycle driving (38.7mpg for the auto¬ 
matic). Respective C02 outputs are 162 and 
167g/km. 

If you’re looking for speed and exciting road 
performance you are going to be disappointed 
though. The Jimny’s 16-valve, 1.3-litre engine is 
sluggish and noisy, takes 14 seconds to reach 
60mph and top speeds at just 87mph. 

There’s no driver’s seat height adjustment or 
steering wheel adjustment but you still sit surpris¬ 
ing high and comfortably, though getting used 
to offset pedals takes a little time to adjust to. 

The dash has none of the hi-tech gadgets you 


come to expect these days and is a real throw¬ 
back to days gone by and is a refreshing 
change with the controls clearly displayed and 
easy to find. 

The narrow cabin means things get a bit cosy 
for front seat travellers and comfort levels 
weren’t too high on the agenda when the rear 
seating was designed either. 

Boot space is almost non-existent so it’s eas¬ 
ier to fold down the rear seats to create the 
space needed, meaning Jimny is really a two- 
seater. 

All versions have front electric windows, 
remote central locking, roof rails and a CD 
player. The dearer SZ4 models add part-leather 
seats, a leather-trimmed steering wheel, alloy 
wheels and smarter looks, with two-tone roof

rails, tinted glass and body-coloured door han¬ 
dles. Bluetooth or MP3 connection aren’t avail¬ 
able. 

The Jimny has a following. There are those 
who want quirky 4x4 motoring and those who 
can’t afford to step up the quality ladder. 

It’s 42 years since Suzuki’s first compact SUV 
arrived on the scene and you can see just why 
the company has decided to make only minor 
changes to the new model. If it isn’t broken, 
don’t fix it.

Used car prices fall - but still 
ahead of same time last year 


The latest figures from BCA 
on used car prices show that 
the headline average value 
declined by 0.7 per cent in 
March, although year-on-year 
values were up by more than 
17 per cent. 

For the fourth month running, aver¬ 
age used car values remained at £7,000 
or more. 


Across the board, used cars aver¬ 
aged £7,000 last month, down by £56 
compared to February but significantly 
ahead of March 2012 by £1,026 
(17.1 per cent). 

Fleet and lease values fell back 
slightly from the record levels achieved 
in February, while dealer part-exchange 
values climbed marginally. 

However, post-Easter, buyer demand 
has weakened and conversion rates 
have fallen in the first week of April, sug¬ 


gesting there will be some pressure on 
values in the weeks ahead. 

Simon Henstock, BCA’s UK Opera¬ 
tions Director, says: “Although average 
values continue at near record levels, 
prices are high, largely as a result of the 
constricted supply rather than strong 
demand. 

“When seasonal variations result in 
the available volumes rising, the effects 
are quite quickly seen in the remarket¬ 
ing arena.”

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Jaguar’s sensational F-Type 
answers the hype - and how

It’s been a long wait, but finally it’s 
here. Jaguar’s F-Type has had one 
of the longest build-ups of any car 
in recent years, but all thehype now 
has to stop and the car itself is 
required to do the talking. 

Jaguar says the F-Type is its first ‘proper’ 
sports car in 52 years, and as the name sug¬ 
gests, it has to follow in the footsteps of the E- 
Type. 

Massive shoes to fill, of course, but view one 
alongside the other and you can see lineage, 
not pastiche. 

The F-Type nods to its great-grandparent in 
the cut-off nose and high rear deck, but it’s a 
thoroughly modern design. 

It pulls the neat trick of looking sensational in 
a range of colours and the option of light or dark 
wheels gives extra scope for tailoring. Looks- 
wise, it’s a solid-gold hit. 

And it’s clever with it, being sculpted out of 
aluminium just like the bigger XJ saloon. That 
helps to keep the weight down while remaining 
as strong as a conventional steel structure, and 
ups the recyclability too. 

It’s a convertible only, of course, but the wise 
decision to stick with a fabric roof means a 12- 
second raising or lowering routine and no 
unsightly design compromises. 

It’s a strict two-seater and the boot is modest 
but you could fit a generous weekend’s luggage 
in there without having to skimp. 

Approach the door and you press a button to 
pop out the flush-fitting door handle - a feature

shift down if required, but ideally you’ll hit the 
switch to put it into Dynamic mode. 

Depending on the model, this opens up the 
exhaust, sharpens throttle and gearbox 
response, stiffens the suspension and reduces 
assistance to the steering. 

The most dramatic change comes in the 
noise from the exhaust. Squeeze the accelerator 
hard and you get a sophisticated but vocal rasp, 
and when you back off there’s half-a-dozen loud 
crackles too. You’ll do it on purpose just to hear 
it over and over. 

Smooth and effortless though it is, the F-Type 
really shines when pressing on. The surety of its 
responses instils plenty of confidence, and as 
you start to push it harder through challenging 
bends, it just keeps on gripping, staying flat and 
controlled whatever the surface is doing. 

It deals with broken surfaces remarkably well, 


that keeps the overall design slick - and drop 
into the driver’s seat. 

It’s snug but not cramped, and aside from the 
button-covered steering wheel, the cabin is a 
lesson in simplicity. 

A row of straightforward switches, the familiar 
Jag touchscreen and neat new climate controls 
complete the job. 

The joystick-like gear lever encourages you to 
‘fire’ it when selecting Drive by pushing the trig¬ 
ger-like button; a clever ploy to get you in the 
mood. 

The three-model range comprises of the F- 
Type V6, F-Type V6S and the top V8S. But 
there’s no such thing as an ‘entry-level’ model 
here. The only thing telling them apart is a dis¬ 
creet badge front and rear plus quad exhaust 
pipes on the V8S. 

Fire it up and there is a surprisingly strident 


crackle from the exhaust, another area where 
there has been effort expended to deliver the 
right kind of feel. 

Set off in the standard V6 and there’s an 
instant feeling of ‘rightness’. The steering is 
quick and accurate but smooth, the ride quality 
is immediately impressive while remaining in 
firm touch with the road. 

Smoothly 

Left to its own devices, the eight-speed auto¬ 
matic shifts quickly and smoothly and you can 
surf along on the generous torque. 

It’s sporty, but it’s still a Jaguar. 

It won’t be long before you want to up the 
pace and you have a choice in how you go 
about this. 

A simple squeeze of the accelerator releases 
another chunk of torque while the gearbox will 


but you can tweak all the individual Dynamic set¬ 
tings and soften the suspension again if desired. 
Even if you don’t, it’s never harsh. It’s unques¬ 
tionably fast too. 

The F-Type starts with 335bhp, and if you 
never sampled the more powerful versions, 
you’d think it was plenty. 

With eight gears to flick through, the super¬ 
charged V6 spins up quickly and always has 
torque to spare. 

But if you can spare the extra cash, the 
375bhp of the V6S is welcome. 

On the other hand, the V8S is a monster; the 
chassis is more than capable of coping with 
almost 490bhp, and the resulting acceleration, 
speed and noise are truly breathtaking - it’s a 
devilish delight. 

We’ve waited patiently for the F-Type and 
been thoroughly primed for its arrival, but the 
truth is Jaguar has delivered a truly superb car. 

It has the looks and performance beyond 
what you might hope for, but better than that, it 
also rides superbly, is easy to use and has some 
smart design too. 

For sports cars at least, 2013 belongs to 
Jaguar.
